on basketball official

Hartnell head basketball coach 
Lon Walk-on was indicted March 32 
in Monterey County Superior Court 
on one count of assault with intent to 
commit bodily harm for allegedly 
strangling Salinas City Recreation 
Department sports official Lee Dull 
with Dull’s own whistle chain.
